Asserting the action of the 56,

INCOME/TAX FIELD 


WOULD REDUCE EXEMPTIONS 
AND MAKE LITTLE FELLOW 


CONSCIOUS OF DEFICIT 


WASHINGTON, June 
24.—(IP)— 


Vice President Garner is suggest- 
ing that congress make drastic re- 
ductions in income tax exemptions 
at the next session, it was report- 
ed reliably today. 


Garner contends, it was said, 
that the present $2,500 exemption 
for married couples 
should 
be 


slashed to $1,200 and that the $1,- 
000 exemption for single persons 
should be reduced to $500. 


In most cases, this would In- 
crease the existing tax on married 
couples with Income above $2,500 
by $52 a year and the tax on single 
individuals with income about $1,- 
000 by $20 a year, 


Tho proposal would bring moro 


than 2,000,000 "little fellows" un- 
der the federal income tax struc- 
ture. 


Informed persons said the vice- 
president thinks a broadening of 
the income tax base would have 
two distinct benefits—help narrow 
the federal operating deficit and 
make a new group of citizens con- 
scious of the effects 
of 
deficit 
spending. 


This consciousness, Garner was 
said to believe, ultimately 
would 


result in pressure on congress to 
reduce spending and balance the 
budget. 


President Roosevelt also has ad- 
vocated a broadening of the in- 
come tax base. The senate turned 
down earlier this week a proposal 
by Senator La Follette (Prog.-Wis.) 
to reduce existing exemptions to 
$2,000 for married persons and $800 
for single persons. 


La Follette told reporters today 
he did not think exemptions should 
be reduced below the figures he 
proposed, because any further cut 
would be too much of a burden 
on the lowest income class. 


Senator- Adams (D,-Colo.) com- 


mented that "ultimately the 
In- 
come tax base will have 
to be 
broadened.", 


Leaders intend to set up a spe- 
cial joint tax committee to study 
the entire revenue structure dur- 
ing the congressional recess. 


Congressional action on the cur- 
rent tax revision bill was com- 
pleted yesterday when the house 
concurred in senate amendments 
to the $1,600,000,000 measure and 
sent it to the White House for the 
president's signature. 


The bill, carrying out some tax 


recommendations of business, will 
impose a flat tax of 18 per cent on 
Income of corporations 
earning 
more than $25,000, in place of the 
present undistributed profits tax. 
The new levy ia effective on 1940 
income.

SLIGHT FEELING OF RELIEF IS

RETURN YARNELL FROM FAR EAST 


WASHINGTON, June 
24.—(/P)— 


A slignt feeling of relief tinges real 
regret of the state department over 
return next month of Atmiral Har- 
ry E. Yarnell from the troubled 
far east. 


The Asiatic fleet commander has 
been saying "no" to the Japanese 
in China so firmly for nearly three 
years the diplomats ut times have 
winced. 


Secretary Hull backed him up 


quickly when he rejected a Japan- 
ese warning to evacuate 
"third 


power" vessels from tho harbor at 
Swatow, and Instead ' dispatched 
more American warships to tho 
scene. 


However, some professional dip- 


lomats, concerned over possible 
American 
involvement, thought 
privately the naval officer 
might 


have been less brusque about it. 


Since November, 1936, through 


the turmoil of the undeclared Slno- 
Japaneso war, ho has adhered rig- 


idly to the policy he restated In re- 
sponse to tho Swatow warning: 


"The paramount duty of United 
States naval vessels is protection 
of American citizens and they will 
go wherever H is necessary at any 
time to carry out that mission." 


To fellow navy officers he Is a 


man who can not be bluffed. They 
contend the Japanese and Chinese 
admire and respect him for the 
trait. 


Any differences with the diplo- 


mats are due, apparently, to his 
practice of demanding the 
full 


measure of treaty rights until or- 
ders from Washington direct oth- 
erwise. . 


Admiral Yarnell is coming home 


in August to await retirement due 
In October, when he reaches the 
active service age limit of 64. 


Next month he will be relieved 


by Admiral Thomas C. Hart, until 
recently president of the general 
board, who already is en route.

HOW THEY AFFECT MR. PUBLIC 


WASHINGTON, Juno 24.—(XP)— 
Unclo Sam still wants a penny 
for each gallon of gasoline in 
your jalopy and 10 cents for each 
dollar box of face powder you 
buy. 


The levies by which ho collects 
these sums are among the man- 
ufacturers excise taxes or so-call- 
ed "nulance" taxes extending for 
two years in the now tax law. 
There aren't as many of those 
.taxes as a few years ago. Gone 
arc levies on bank chocks, tooth- 
paste, chewing guni, phonograph 
records, furs and soap. 


But when you buy a new radio 
or 
televisor, the 
treasury 
will 
take 10 per cent. It al«o wants 
4 cents per gallon on oil, 5 cents 
per thousanad on fancy wooden 
matches, and 4 per cent on elec- 
tricity. 


Buying 
an 
automobile 
goes 


quite a way toward balancing 
the federal budget. Theres a 2 
per cent tax on tho sales prlco 
of the car, 10 per cent on the 
car radio, 21-2 cents per pound 
on each tiro and 4 cents per 
pound on each tube. An average 
tire will weigh 20 pounds, mak- 
ing the tax 45 cents apiece, and 
tubes at 2 pounds each are worth 
8 cents each to the treasury. 


On long distance telephone calls, 
you pay 10 cent tax on a call to 
your sweetheart in a neighboring 
state if the toll is between 60 cents 
and a dollar. If you put In a 
ono to two dollar call, thats 15 
cents tax, and any call over ?2 
means 20 cents to the treasury. 


Telegrams bear a 6, per cent

Texas' Criminal 


Anti-Trust Laws 


Declared Legal 


AUSTIN, June 
23.—(VP)—In 
a 
long awaited decision, the court 
of criminal appeals today upheld 
the validity of Texas' criminal 
anti-trust statutes. 
The case was that of Herbert 
Tlgner of Harris county, charged 
with conspiracy to fix the retail 
price of beer. Tlgner had sought 
to annul the charge by habeas 
corpus proceedings. 
Ho claimed the charge could 
not be maintained because the 
anti-trust statutes were void due 
to the exclusion of farmers and 
stockmen. 
Tlgner who personally appeal- 
ed his case before the high trib- 
unal more than a, year ago was 
charged with others with con- 
spiracy to fix the price of i>eer 
In Harris county at 16 cents a 
bottle or two for 2S cents. 
With reference to his pleading 
the anti-trust statutes were void 
because they did not include ag- 
riculture 
and 
dairy 
products 
while In the hands of the pro- 
ducer, and therefore were repug- 
nant to the fourteenth amend- 
ment to 
the 
constitution, 
the 
opinion quoted in part from a 
supreme cou[t decision: 
"The equal protection clause of

(yp>—Louisiana political wiseacres 
today predicted Earl K. Long, who 
Is scheduled .to become governor 
next week, would quickly institute 
"purge" In the political machine 
created by his- brother, the late 
Senator Hucv P. Long. 


Rumor held that Long, now lieu- 
tenant governor, would turn, on 
foes within the organization the 
same relentless fury that marked 
the progress of his brother. 


Quick work is needed, observers 
asserted, if Long Is to preserve 
the one-time airtight political man- 
sion left by the 'Kingflsh' for al- 
ready several holes 
have 
boon 
knocked In the walls by men who 
were friends of Huey but are not 
friends of Karl. 
Publicly, Long gave no indica- 
tion of his course except that he 
Was determined to be elected to a 
full four-year term next January. 
Governor Richard W. Leche, who 
said he would resign next Mon- 
day because of ill health, rested 
comfortably, conferred with Long, 
who will automatically succeed hint 
for the 11 remaining months of 
his term. 


Meanwhile, federal 
authorities 
went quietly about an Investiga- 
tion of Works Progress Adminis- 
tration activities in Louisiana. The 
probe was called by J. H. Crutch- 
er, state WPA administrator, who 
yesterday praised Governor Leche 
for his "deep Interest and op-oper- 
ation" with WPA during his term 
In office. 
"He has never at any time," said 
Crutcher, "so much as asked mo 
to put a single man on the pay- 
roll although he has at times beon 
deluged with letters. In every case 
ho has referred these letters to 
me without comment." 
Long for' many years now has 
openly expressed his determination 
to bo elected governor of the state 
and none believed that his ambi- 
tion would be satisfied by the 11- 
month unfilled term of Leche. 
Nevertheless to be reasonably 


sure of strong support throughout 
the state in next January's pri- 
mary, he would need the approval 
of the organization's caucus. Mayor 
Robert S. Maestri of New Orleans, 
city political ruler and one of the 
strongest machine men 
In

state, would not say outright he 
had given his support to Long 
for a full term. 
He visited Leche yesterday with 
Long, afterwards said it "looks 
like the caucus will be for Long," 
but then fenced in his remarks 
with the phrase that he would be 
behind the man the caucus chose, 
One Voice Already Raised. 
But already one voice had been 
raised against 
Long 
before he 


moved, into the governor's chair. 
State Senator James A. Noe, friend 
of Huey and foe of Carl and him- 
self a candidate for the state's 
highest office, said Long's nscen- 
donoy would bring "no relief to 
the people of Louisiana x x x the

quidating projects would be exempt 
from taxes, the President also aid 
he hoped congress would make It 
clear that no more publlo securi- 
ties would be exempt from tax- 
ation. 


Replying to a question as to the 
Interest rate to be charged local 
governments for the 
loans, 
the 
President said this should be ns 
low as possible and he expected 
both the principal and interest to 
be paid. 


Much of the lending would be 
done by the now federal works 
agoncy which under the recently 
approved government reorganiza- 
tion plans goes Into operation July 


The President said he expected 
to send to tho senate today the 
nomination to head that agency 
and one of the other two nevf 
agencies under the reorganization. 
Asked when he would appoint 
the six White House assistants as 
provided under the revamping ord- 
ers, the President said he did not 
know whether any money was 
available to pay them. 


Because congress'already Is rush- 
ed with pre-adjournment legisla- 
tion, there wore some expressions 
of doubt it could enact this ses- 
sion the six-point, seven-year plan 
Involving proects classified a* self- 
liquidating. 
After informal discussion*, tho 
leaders and interested committee 
chairmen are expected to accept 
the president's invitation to talk 
over the situation. 
Designed to stimulate business 
and employment without costing 
the treasury and money, the presi- 
dent's program would authorize 
loans for various purposes, among 
them: 
To states, cities and counties for 
sewers, bridges, hospitals, etc.; to 
a. new federal toll authority for 
toll bridges and express highways; 
to another federal corporation for 
purchase of railroad equipment; to. 
farm tenants for purchase of land; 
to the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration, and to the. Export- 
Import Bank to finance foreign 
purchases in this country. 
Besides the $3,060,000,000 In loans, 
the program would allow the Unit- 
ed States Housing Authority to 
borrow an extra $800,000,000 to fi- 
nance housing projects. 
Tho total outlay for tho year be- 
glnnlng'next July 1 would be $870,- 


Senator Byrnes, to whom the pro- 
gram was submitted as a substi- 
tute for tho house provision ear- 
marking $126,000,000 of WPA funds 
for more PWA projects, said ho 
doubted whether the new legisla- 
tion could be tackled on the $1,- 
735,000,000 relief bill because of the 
"time element." The relief bill must 
be passed by Juno 30 when exist- 
ing WPA funds give out. 
Administration supporters goner- 
ally praised tho president's plan 
on the ground that it would help 
stimulate private industry at a time 
when it is greatly needed.
